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fill inducement for the court to interfere and protect the 
Ann Arbor property. 

Whether prognostication as to the rise of the doctrine 
that equity will practically enforce for short periods the 
specific performance of contracts to labor is correct, will 
depend, we believe, upon the continuance of present 
industrial conditions. The extent to which it will be 
applied; whether it will be confined to railroads, or extended 
to large industrial enterprises, depends, it seems to us, on 
the extent to which the modem tendency of corporate 
enterprise and consolidation will be carried. The Ann 
Arbor cases, because of the prominence given to them by 
the press and the ability of the opinions delivered, will, 
we predict, go far to modify the old doctrine of the 
absolute freedom of employer and employed to break the 
contract of service. It was a doctrine eminently fitted to 
industrial conditions from which we are as a society emerg- 
ing, but, in its unqualified state, apparently eminently 
unfitted to the conditions into which as an industrial society 
we seem to be passing. We should prefer that the old 
doctrine should be modified by legislation, rather than by 
the courts ; but the important thing is that law should 
reflect the change in mutual rights and obligations which 
spring from changed industrial conditions.
